Annual Storm Season offi¬ 
cially started on Tuesday, June 
1, and the time until November 
30 is when Caribbean disaster 
management officials and re¬ 
sidents throughout the region 
must be on the alert, as spring 
weather conditions and excep¬ 
tionally high sea surface tem¬ 
peratures are indicating the 
likelihood of a busy season 
again this year. 

Aruba’s Prime Minister 
Mike Eman called a press con¬ 
ference to remind the public of 
the importance of being pre¬ 
pared. Even though Aruba is 
considered south of the “Hur¬ 
ricane Belt,” huge storms, such 
as Hurricane Ivan in 2004, 
came very close to the island, 
producing heavy seas and tor¬ 


rential rains for long hours and 
consequentially, serious floo¬ 
ding. He introduced the repre¬ 
sentatives of various public 
agencies which will work co¬ 
operatively in the advent of a 
major storm following a 
course that will bring it to 
Aruba. Jaime Donata is the Di¬ 
rector of Aruba’s Crisis Man¬ 
agement Office, the Ram- 
penbestrijding; he will lead the 
efforts of police, fire depart¬ 
ment, Department of Health, 
and volunteers from the Red 
Cross, who collaborate when 
Aruba is threatened by a major 
storm. Representing them du¬ 
ring the call to alertness were, 
respectively, Deputy Police 
Commissioner Trudy Hassel, 
Officer Edward de Cuba, Mr. 


Geerman from the Health De¬ 
partment. 

Marck Oduber, MSC, 
Aruba’s head meteorologist, 
announced that since the disso¬ 
lution of the Netherlands An¬ 
tilles on October 10 of last 
year, islanders must check with 
local offices for weather re¬ 
ports; they can do so at 
www.meteo.aw. He also re¬ 
lated NOAA storm predica¬ 
tions for 2011, based on figures 
from NSCU and SCU experts 
as of April 14 and 6 of this 
year, after evaluating wind 
conditions and surface tempe¬ 
ratures in the Atlantic, which 
prove to be higher each year, 
thus contributing to more fre¬ 
quent and powerful storms.

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War on drugs has failed, 
say former leaders 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
The global war on drugs has 
failed and decriminalizing nar¬ 
cotics such as marijuana could 
finally help weaken organized 
gangs, former world leaders 
said Thursday in a controver¬ 
sial report. 

Arguing for a new ap¬ 
proach to national and global 
drug control policies, the 
Global Commission on Drug 
Policy called for nations to 
"break the taboo on debate and 
reform." 

"Fifty years after the initia¬ 
tion of the UN Single Conven¬ 
tion on Narcotic Drugs, and 40 
years after President (Richard) 
Nixon launched the US gov¬ 
ernment's war on drugs, fun¬ 
damental reforms in national 
and global drug control poli¬ 
cies are urgently needed." 

The commission includes 
former Brazilian president 
Fernando Cardoso, former 
Colombian president Cesar 
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Gaviria, Mexico's former pres¬ 
ident Ernesto Zedillo as well 
as ex-UN chief Kofi Annan. 

It also includes noted writ¬ 
ers such as Mexico's Carlos 
Fuentes and Peruvian Nobel 
laureate Mario Vargas Flosa. 

The millions of dollars 
poured into the fight against 
drug producers and traffickers 
over the past decades "have 
clearly failed to effectively 
curtail supply or consump¬ 
tion," the report said. 

The group of prominent 
statesmen, many from coun¬ 
tries on the frontline of the 
seemingly never-ending war 
on drugs, said purely punitive 
measures had in fact led to a 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Sec¬ 
retary of State Hillary Clinton 
said Thursday that the US gov¬ 
ernment is studying Google's 
"very serious" allegations of a 
cyber spying campaign origi¬ 
nating in China. 

China said Thursday it was 
"unacceptable" to blame it for 
a cyberspying campaign 
which Google said had tar¬ 
geted the Gmail accounts of 
senior US officials, journalists 
and Chinese activists. 

The comments marked the 
latest salvo in a battle between 
the Chinese government and 
Google dating back to last year 
when the US Internet giant re¬ 
vealed it had been the victim 
of a separate China-based cy¬ 
berattack. 

Google said Wednesday it 
was hit by a cyberspying cam¬ 
paign that appeared to have 
originated in Jinan, capital of 
the eastern Chinese province 
of Shandong. 

The company did not

Three 
suspected 
cases of 
mystery 
e-coli in US 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Health officials said Thursday 
three people in the United 
States are suspected to have 
fallen ill from e-coli bacteria 
after traveling to Germany 
where the mystery outbreak 
has killed 17. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention was 
awaiting the analysis of stool 
samples before any confirma¬ 
tion could be made, 
spokesman Tom Skinner told 
AFP. The suspected cases 
were not fatal. 

Earlier, Britain said seven 
people there had been infected 
with the bacteria, including 
three British nationals who 
had recently travelled to Ger¬ 
many and four German na¬ 
tionals. 

German authorities have 
failed to pinpoint the source of 
the bacteria, which has sick¬ 
ened more than 2,000 people 
in the last month, but have 
warned consumers against 
eating raw vegetables. 

The Enterohaemorrhagic 
E. coli (EHEC) has caused 
full-blown haemolytic 

uraemic syndrome (HUS), a 
potentially deadly disease that 
causes bloody diarrhea and 
serious liver damage, in 500 
of those infected. 


Huge 
blast at 
Welsh 
oil 

refinery 

FONDON, England (AFP) - 
Fire crews on Thursday extin¬ 
guished a blaze at an oil refin¬ 
ery in Pembroke Dock, Wales, 
after a series of explosions 
rocked the Chevron plant. 

Around 50 firefighters 
tackled the blaze, according to 
Mid and West Wales Fires 
Service, which is believed to 
have been caused by an ex¬ 
ploding tanker. 

"Emergency services were 
called and they remain on the 
scene. The fire has been extin¬ 
guished. "Appropriate action 
has been taken to respond to 
the situation," continued the 
statement. "We are still in the 
process of accounting for all 
the personnel. Additional in¬ 
formation will be provided as 
soon as it becomes available," 
the oil company added. 

According to a witness, a 
thick plume of smoke could 
be seen for kilometres (miles) 
around. 

"I was leaving the site at 
the end of the day and I could 
here explosions and see 
plumes of smoke," he told the 
BBC. "You could see flames 
on the pipework from across 
the valley," he added. 

Focal fire and police serv¬ 
ices could not confirm if there 
had been any casualties.

Saving 22 Million Aruban 
florins affords Ministry 
of Tourism more 
breathing space 



ORANJESTAD — In a recent 
press conference, Minister of 
Tourism, Otmar Oduber, in¬ 
formed the press that since the 
privatization of the Aruba 
Tourism Association, they 
have been able to stand alone. 
With the increase of the funds 
for ATA through the room tax 
they are now virtually self sup¬ 
porting. 

This matter was brought into 
focus as a result of comments 
regarding the extra 300 thou¬ 
sand Aruban florins his office is 
receiving for travel expenses, 
promotions and professional 
advice compared to what was 
received last year. The minister 
felt the need to explain the rea¬ 
son for the increase. 

In light of the new manage¬ 
ment, the minister’s office is 
now directly responsible for 


the necessary contacts, the si¬ 
tuation with airlift, the travels 
that were previously done by 
ATA and the airport. Now the 
Ministry of Tourism is directly 
charged with complying with 
these responsibilities and no 
longer ATA. There are also cer¬ 
tain local promotional activi¬ 
ties locally that was previously 
conducted by ATA, but which 
the government is now directly 
responsible for financially. 

On the other hand, the mi¬ 
nister explained how the bud¬ 
getary situation has changed 
after making ATA a privatized 
body. The 2010 budget in¬ 
cluded the sum of 57 million 
Aruban florins for ATA, and 
for Cruise Tourism there was 
an allocation of 1.3 million 
Aruban florins.

Keynote speakers for the first 
summit included Simon Hud¬ 
son, an expert in knowledge- 
based economic development 
working with the South Ca¬ 
rolina Centers of Economic 
Excellence. He shared some of 
his discoveries while investi¬ 
gating various methods for im¬ 
proving the state’s economy 
though knowledge based in¬ 
dustries, the large portion of 
which is aimed at improving 
their tourism industry. 

Co-keynote speaker was 
Dr. Rich Harrill, Director of 
the International Tourism Re¬ 
search Institute and a professor 
at the University of South Car¬ 
olina, who will be joining the 
faculty of the University of 
Aruba as a visiting professor 
for the next school year. His 
topic, “Tourism, Innovation, 
Creativity & Growth: Advan¬ 
cing Aruba’s New Economy” 
examined tourism as a “mag¬ 
net for finance, real estate, 
technology, energy and health 
care.” 

Both speakers shared their 
present work and experience 
as it could be applied to Aruba 
and its unique situation, a na¬ 
tion that is #3 in the world in 
dependence on tourism as its 
economic pillar, and how to 
best expand and strengthen the 
island’s position in a highly 
competitive market and 
achieve long-term sustainabi¬ 
lity. 

Since the NCIC and the 
summit are about innovation, 
one of the highlights for many 
attending was the presentation 
by Carlos Maduro, owner of

Office Systems. Like most 
vendors on Aruba, his business 
was based on imported goods, 
in particular being the exclu¬ 
sive agent for quality office 
furniture from Europe. He de¬ 
scribed the difficulties of such 
an enterprise, and the struggle 
to show a profit in an ever-in- 
creasing competitive market 
where imported goods are 
heavily taxed, as well as the 
freight charges to bring them 
to Aruba. 

His innovative approach 
was to begin manufacturing 
high quality furniture on Aruba, 
a leap that most business people 
here are hesitant to pursue, be¬ 
cause of the cost of importing 
the raw materials. His entertain¬ 
ing discourse on the “monkey 
wrenches” they frequently en¬ 
countered, but with persever¬ 
ance overcame, is an inspira¬ 
tional lesson to potential 
Aruban entrepreneurs seeking 
to start a unique commercial 
venture that will strengthen the 
island’s economy. 


Dr. Peterson closed the pre¬ 
sentations with a talk “Innova¬ 
tion Intelligence-Towards a 
National Agenda for Innova¬ 
tion & Competitiveness,” in 
collaboration with the World 
Economic Forum and Organi¬ 
zation of American States, 
which was followed by a panel 
discussion facilitated by NCIC 
board member Edward Eras¬ 
mus. Zulema Dabian of the 
NCIC closed the acted as MC 
for the summit. 

The complex concepts co¬ 
vered during the 4 hour confe¬ 
rence, and a more thorough 
exploration of the keynote 
speeches will be covered in fu¬ 
ture issues. More details and 
comments on the summit can 
be found on the NCIC Aruba 
Facebook page, along with up¬ 
coming findings and events. 

A stated principle of the 
summit and the NCIC is moti¬ 
vating island entrepreneurs to 
devise creative means for sti¬ 
mulating Aruba’s economy.

“When all think alike-no one is 
thinking;” Walter Lippman, 
and from an anonymous 
source “The hardest part of 
holding on is letting go.” - In 
other words, for Aruba to hold 
on to the prosperity to which 
the island is accustomed, they 
will very likely have to let go 
of dependence on former eco¬ 
nomic stimulus and dependen¬ 
cies, which are rapidly 
becoming outdated in the 21st 
century.

The government received 
35.3 million from the room 
tax decree. When you delete 
these amounts it means that 
in 2010 the government had 
to contribute, from funds 
other than room tax, an 
amount of 23 million Aruban 
florins. At the moment of pri¬ 
vatizing ATA, the govern¬ 
ment made a one-time 
contribution to ATA of 3 mil¬ 
lion Aruban florins for 2011. 
For employees who remained 
with the new ATA they re¬ 
quired 2.2 million Aruban 
florins. This means that, for 
the budget now under consid¬ 


eration, the government of 
Aruba has saved 18.2 million 
Aruban florins. Next year, the 
3 million Aruban florins that 
ATA received this year will 
not be repeated in 2012, 
hence, in total there will be a 
saving of 22 million Aruban 
florins. 

In view of this, Minister 
Oduber asserted that if we 
can save 22 million Aruban 
florins annually, this in¬ 
evitably will give his ministry 
additional breathing space to 
continue the very necessary 
activities that are under his 
watch.

Between the two, CSU offered 
more figures, predicting 16 
major storms, of which 9 
would be hurricanes and 5 
major hurricanes (level 3 or 
greater) with 80 named storm 
days (which could be depres¬ 
sions, as well.) These are only 
predications; they have been 
wrong in the past. 

However, Prime Minister 
Eman and the task force again 
emphasis the importance of 
advance preparation, rather 
than braving the last minute 
rush and shortages at stores 
that invariably take place when 
storm warnings are announced. 
The government has issued a 
booklet in all the languages 
spoken on Aruba, explaining 
the best procedures to follow 
during a significant storm and 
how to prepare. It outlines cre¬ 
ating a “Shelter Box,” which is 
a safe room and how to stock 
it. It advises to begin prepara¬ 
tion well in advance of peak 
hurricane season, which begins 
in August and extends through 
October, not to wait until storm 
warnings and the stores are 


filled with panicked shoppers. 
Batteries, flashlights and 
lanterns, canned goods, bottled 
water, a First Aid Kit, a battery 
operated radio and other sup¬ 
plies that should be on hand 
are all listed and how to pre¬ 
pare and protect them and your 
home from serious water dam¬ 
age is all in the booklet. 

Weather fronts forming in 
the Southeastern Atlantic any¬ 
where from 9 to 15 degrees in 
latitude and moving directly 
west can impact Aruba; the 
public should follow reports 
and monitor any such 
southerly storms and be pre¬ 
pared. Storm season 2010 was 
exceptionally busy for the is¬ 
land; though Aruba did not ex¬ 
perience any of the major 
named storms, the continual 
activity around the Caribbean 
resulted in heavy rains for se¬ 
veral months causing quite 
some damage to property; 
homeowners are warned to ex¬ 
amine their roofs for cracks an¬ 
other consequence of heavy 
rains.

gave a sneak preview 
of Windows 8, a next- 
generation operating 
system designed to 
work on both personal 
computers and touch¬ 
screen tablets. 

Steven Sinofsky, 
president of Mi¬ 
crosoft’s Windows Di¬ 
vision, demonstrated 
some of the features of 
the operating system 
code-named ’’Win¬ 
dows 8” at the D9 technology 
conference here hosted by All 
Things Digital. 

’’Laptops, slates, desktops 
— all can run one operating 
system,” Sinofsky said. 

’’Things that people see 
work... on an iPad, I think we 
can do that and then bring 
with it all of the benefits that 
you have with Windows,” he 
said. 

” We have an approach that 
is different but builds on the 
value of an operating system 
that sells 400 million or so 
units a year,” he said. 

’’Windows 8” builds upon 
many of the features in Mi¬ 
crosoft’s latest mobile operat¬ 
ing system for smartphones, 
Windows Phone 7, including 


the use of touch ’’tiles” in¬ 
stead of icons to launch and 
navigate between applica¬ 
tions. 

In a blog post, Julie Lar¬ 
son-Green, corporate vice 
president of Windows Expe¬ 
rience, said Windows 8 is a 
’’reimagining of Windows, 
from the chip to the interface. 

”A Windows 8-based PC 
is really a new kind of device, 
one that scales from touch- 
only small screens through to 
large screens, with or without 
a keyboard and mouse,” Lar¬ 
son-Green said. 

’’Although the new user 
interface is designed and op¬ 
timized for touch, it works 
equally well with a mouse 
and keyboard,” she added. 

Larson-Green said Mi¬ 


crosoft would re¬ 
veal more features 
of Windows 8, 
which uses Inter¬ 
net Explorer 10 as 
a Web browser, at 
its developers con¬ 
ference in Ana¬ 
heim, California, 
opening on Sep¬ 
tember 13. 

Windows pow¬ 
ers most of the 
world's personal 
computers but the 
Redmond, Wash¬ 
ington-based soft¬ 
ware giant has been slow to 
enter a fast-growing tablet 
market dominated for the 
moment by Apple's iPad. 

Many other tablet makers 
have opted to use Google's 
Android software and For¬ 
rester Research analyst Sarah 
Rotman Epps said a "well- 
formed Windows 8 will pose 
serious problems to An¬ 
droid.” 

The iPad was expected to 
remain the tablet market 
leader but "Microsoft will be 
a contender,” she said. 
"What's more, they'll have a 
product that can compete 
across devices, and a 
foothold in the post-PC fu¬ 
ture.” 


Britain puts price on nature 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain 
has put a price on the benefits 
of parks, lakes and wildlife 
for the first time in a govern¬ 
ment-commissioned study re¬ 
leased on Thursday 
attempting to make the finan¬ 
cial case for protecting na¬ 
ture. 

It says the health benefits 
of simply living near to a 
green space are worth up to 
£300 ($500, 340 euros) per 
person per year. 

The assessment showed 
that until now, the focus has 
been solely on the market 
value of resources that can be 
exploited and sold, such as 
timber and food crops, while 
caring for the environment 
was seen as a cost. 

This has meant some habi¬ 
tats and resources have been 
allowed to decline and de¬ 
grade. 

The National Ecosystem 
Assessment will be used to 
determine planning policy. 

By highlighting the value 
of services such as views of 
urban parks and green spaces, 
it is hoped that developers 
will allow for more natural 
areas when planning housing 


developments. 

Environment minister 
Caroline Spelman said: "The 
UK National Ecosystem As¬ 
sessment is a vital step for¬ 
ward in our ability to 
understand the true value of 
nature and how to sustain the 
benefits it gives us.” 

However, Stephen Tapper, 
president of the Planning Of¬ 
ficers Society, warned that 
quantifying the value of na¬ 
ture was "a slippery slope”. 

"Local spaces have an in¬ 
trinsic value, they are cher¬ 
ished by their local 
communities and it’s very dif¬ 
ficult to put any financial value 
to that,” he told BBC radio. 

The study puts a precise 
value on some aspects of na¬ 
ture, while others are harder 
to define. 

Inland wetlands are con¬ 
sidered to be worth £1.5 bil¬ 
lion for their benefits to water 
quality while bees and other 
insects which pollinate fruit 
and crops have a value of 
£430 million a year to British 
agriculture. 

The study shows that a 
third of the services that na¬ 
ture provides to Britain, from 


fish stocks to the pollination 
of plants on farmland, are 
being damaged. 

Professor Bob Watson, 
chief scientist at the environ¬ 
ment ministry and co-chair¬ 
man of the project, said: 
"Roughly 30 percent of all 
ecosystem services are still 
declining or degrading. We 
are going in the right direc¬ 
tion but there's still a long 
way to go.” 

He said one of the big chal¬ 
lenges was to balance the pro¬ 
duction of food and resources 
with sustaining the other 'ser¬ 
vices' nature provides. 

Professor Ian Bateman, of 
the University of East Anglia 
and one of the study's lead 
authors, said the point of put¬ 
ting economic values on en¬ 
vironmental goods and 
services was "to ensure their 
incorporation on equal foot¬ 
ing with the market-priced 
goods which currently domi¬ 
nate decision-making. 

"Without such representa¬ 
tion we will get a persistence 
of the situation where we 
have these services being 
used as if they were free and 
had no value.”

E coli outbreak: WHO says 

bacterium is a new strain 



—German doctors confirm 
World Health Organisation's 
report that there has never be¬ 
fore been an outbreak of this 
strain of E coli. A new and 
more virulent strain of the E 
coli bacterium caused the out¬ 
break that has killed 17 people 
and left more than 1,500 ill 
across Europe, the World 
Health Organisation has an¬ 
nounced. 

Hilde Kruse, a food safety 
expert at the WHO, told the 
Associated Press it was "a 
unique strain that has never 
been isolated from patients be¬ 
fore ... [its characteristics] 
make it more virulent and 
toxin-producing". 

According to the Health 
Protection Agency three 
British nationals have been in¬ 


fected as well as four Ger¬ 
mans in the UK. All are be¬ 
lieved to have caught it in 
Germany. Three are believed 
to have developed haemolytic 
uraemic syndrome, a rare and 
severe kidney complication 
that destroys red blood cells 
and can affect the central 
nervous system. 

The HPA has said it is 
working with the Food Stan¬ 
dards Agency and there is no 
evidence of suspect produce 
being distributed in the UK. 

As the number of cases 
continues to rise , Russia has 
extended its ban on imports of 
raw vegetables from the Euro¬ 
pean Union - a move con¬ 
demned by Brussels as 
"disproportionate" - and Spain 
is threatening legal action over 
the initial attempt by Germany 
to blame the outbreak on im¬ 
ported Spanish organic cu¬ 
cumbers. 

Russia initially banned im¬ 
ports of raw vegetables from 
Germany and Spain but is ex¬ 
tending the ban to all EU 
countries. 

Spain is seeking compensa¬ 


tion from Germany of its 
farmers, claiming lost sales are 
costing €200m a week and 
could put 70,000 people out of 
work. 

In Germany a health offi¬ 
cial admitted the precise 
source of the disease may 
never be traced. Reinhard 
Burger, head of the Robert 
Koch Institute, told the BBC: 
"I think the number of cases 
will come down, but how long 
it takes I'm not sure. 

At the European Centre for 
Disease Prevention and Con¬ 
trol, Denis Coulombier, head 
of surveillance and response, 
said there was a strong link be¬ 
tween the disease and consum¬ 
ing fresh vegetables. 

Professor Hugh Penning¬ 
ton, a microbiologist from the 
University of Aberdeeen, told 
the BBC that the oubreak was 
unusual because it didn't seem 
to be affecting young children. 
"Children under five have had 
a very hard time with this kind 
of bug in the past. They seem 
to be escaping it - maybe just 
due to the nature of the food 
that's causing the problem."

* Receiving a recommendation 
from a doctor to stop or reduce 
driving, having health prob¬ 
lems that impact driving, or 
taking medications that affect 
driving. 

*Finding that road signs and 
road markings are suddenly 
overwhelming. 

* Driving too fast or too slowly 
for no apparent reason. 


Red Cross reopens 
Haiti cholera centre 


GENEVA, Switzerland(AFP) 
- The Red Cross has reopened 
a cholera treatment centre 
near Port-au-Prince to fight a 
resurgence of a disease that 
killed thousands last year, said 
a statement on Thursday. 

According to Haitian 
health authorities, at least 10 
people died in recent days of 
a new cholera spike in areas 
near the Haitian capital. 

About 1,000 cholera cases 
were admitted to the Car- 
refour hospital, south of the 
capital, they said. 

The Red Cross "centre was 
originally established last year 
at the height of the epidemic 
and we have further stocks of 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Seven people in Britain have 
been infected with the E. coli 
bacteria which has killed 17 
people in Europe, with all 
cases linked to Germany, 
health authorities said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Three of those infected 
were British nationals who 
had recently travelled to Ger¬ 
many and four were German 
nationals, the Health Protec¬ 
tion Agency said in a state¬ 
ment. Of those cases three had 
full-blown haemolytic 

uraemic syndrome (HUS) — a 
disease that can cause serious

In the late 2010 epidemic, 
5,332 people were killed and 
310,000 were diagnosed with 
cholera. At the height of the 
outbreak dozens of deaths 
were reported daily.

BRASILIA, Brazil (AFP) - 
"We are breaking a paradigm," 
declared Mexico's Agustin 
Carstens, who says being 
named the next IMF chief 
would be a major victory not 
just for Latin America, but for 
the entire developing world. 

The Mexican central 
banker said in an interview 
with Agence France-Presse 
that his cause "is something 
that emerging countries have 
advocated and which we have 
to continue to work for." 

Carstens, 52, in pressing 
his case for the top IMF job, 
decries what he called a lack 
of European "credibility" in 
seeking one of their own to re¬ 
place Frenchman, Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn, at the head of 
the world finance body. 

Under a tacit agreement, 
the leadership of the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund has 
been accorded to a European 
since its founding in 1945, 
while an American has occu¬ 
pied the top job at the World 
Bank. 

"It is clear that for the mo¬ 



ment, they (European nations) 
have not managed to get to a 
situation where they have full 
credibility," Carstens told AFP 
during a visit to Brasilia. 

After all, he says, the coun¬ 
tries of Europe since the IMF's 
founding have never hesitated 
in creating financial programs 
and solutions for the countries 
of Latin America and else¬ 
where in the third world. 

French Finance Minister 
Christine Lagarde is consid¬ 
ered the frontrunner, backed 
by many European nations. 

The IMF is due to publish a 
full list of candidates by June 
17. The final selection is ex¬ 
pected to be announced by 
June 30. 


Oil slides under $99 on surprise 
bounce in US crude reserves 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
World oil prices sank further 
on Thursday, erasing earlier 
gains, as traders digested news 
of a surprise jump in crude in¬ 
ventories in top consuming na¬ 
tion the United States. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for delivery 
in July, fell $1.41 to $98.88 per 
barrel. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
July shed 35 cents to $114.18 
a barrel in afternoon deals. 

The US Department of En¬ 
ergy (DoE) revealed Thursday 
that American crude reserves 
soared by 2.9 million barrels in 
the week ending May 27, indi¬ 
cating weaker energy demand. 

That surprised the market 
because expectations had been 
for a drop of 1.2 million bar¬ 
rels, according to analysts 
polled by Dow Jones 
Newswires. 


Separately, industry group 
the American Petroleum Insti¬ 
tute also announced that US 
crude reserves has swelled by 
3.5 million barrels last week. 

Crude futures had fallen 
sharply on Wednesday, 
weighed down by weak eco¬ 
nomic data that has sparked se¬ 
rious concern about the energy 
demand outlook. 

Markets were rattled by 
grim jobs and manufacturing 
figures that revealed deep 
weaknesses in the US econ¬ 
omy. 

Payrolls firm ADP reported 
the US private sector added 
38,000 jobs in May, well 
below the consensus estimate 
for 170,000. The April figure 
was revised upward to 
177,000. 

Oil traders were meanwhile 
looking ahead to the June 8 
output meeting of the Organi¬ 


sation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) in Vienna. 

Prices have been weighed 
down by speculation that the 
cartel could decide to lift out¬ 
put next week to compensate 
for Libyan oil production, 
which has been ravaged by un¬ 
rest.

Thames flotilla will mark 


UK Queen's jubilee 



LONDON, England 
Queen Elizabeth's 60 years 
on the British throne will be 
celebrated next year with 
four days of events including 
a flotilla on the River 
Thames and a concert at 
Buckingham Palace, royal 
officials said on Thursday. 

The 85-year-old, who 
last month became the sec¬ 
ond-longest reigning British 
monarch in more than 1,000 
years, acceded to the throne 
on the death of her father 
George VI on February 6, 
1952. 

She will overtake Queen 
Victoria, who ruled for much 
of the 19th century, to be¬ 
come the longest reigning 
monarch in September 2015. 

Festivities to mark the dia¬ 
mond jubilee will begin on 
Saturday, June 2 when the 
monarch will attend the Epsom 
Derby horse race. 

The following day will see 
the "Big Jubilee Lunch" when 
people will be encouraged to 
get together with their neigh¬ 
bors and friends to share a 
meal, possibly at street parties 
or picnics. 

On the same day, up to 
1,000 boats will also assemble 
on the Thames in London for 
the biggest flotilla seen in 
modern times with the queen 
at the head in the royal barge. 

Events will continue on 


Monday and Tuesday which 
have both been designated as 
public holidays. 

A BBC concert will be 
staged at Buckingham Palace 
on June 4, with tickets avai¬ 
lable through a public ballot, 
and a network of 2,012 bea¬ 
cons will later be lit across the 
United Kingdom. 

On June 5, there will be a 
service of thanksgiving at St 
Paul's Cathedral with a car¬ 
riage procession headed by the 
queen. 

Buckingham Palace said 
they expected other events to 
take place across Britain and 
the Commonwealth over the 
weekend.

MOSCOW (AFP) - Russian 
police this week coaxed hard¬ 
ened smokers to kick the habit 
by offering lollipops in ex¬ 
change for cigarettes at 
Moscow rail stations to mark 
World No Tobacco Day. 

"The Russian police sup¬ 
port a healthy lifestyle," a 
spokeswoman for Moscow 
transport police, Yelena 
Bobylkova, said as the cam¬ 
paign began at Yaroslavl main¬ 
line station. 

Russia has one of the high¬ 
est smoking rates among de¬ 


veloped nations, with the 
growing numbers of women 
smoking raising particular con¬ 
cern. 

Teams of three police — one 
carrying a bucket of water to 
snuff out cigarettes, another 
with a box of lollipops and a 
third carrying leaflets about the 
dangers of smoking — pa¬ 
trolled the station in search of 
smokers. 

The stunt was to reinforce a 
smoking ban in suburban com¬ 
muter trains, Bobylkova said. 

Surprised by policemen 


brandishing lollipops in front 
of television cameras, most 
smokers meekly threw their 
cigarettes into the buckets of 
water and studied the anti¬ 
smoking pamphlets. 

Some smokers murmured 
they would try, but others were 
less convinced. 

"I won't give up smoking 
until they stop selling ciga¬ 
rettes," said Ivan Mityaikin, 
30. 

Pensioner Yury Nosakov, 
65, praised the campaign. 

"They should organise this 
more often. I gave up smoking 
30 years ago. Neither my chil¬ 
dren nor my grandchildren 
smoke. I am proud of that," he 
told AFP. 

The Russian government 
recently introduced large 
warnings of impotency and 
death on cigarette packs, but 
the packs cost just around 40 
rubles (one euro) each and 
smoking is allowed in almost 
all restaurants and bars. 

Six out of 10 Russian men 
smoke as do 21.7 percent of 
women, a figure that is con¬ 
stantly growing, Russian 
health services say.

French Open Final: 
Li to battle Schiavone 



China’s Li Na 

PARIS, France (AFP) - 
China's Li Na will take on de¬ 
fending champion Francesca 
Schiavone of Italy in the 
French Open final after both 
scored straight sets victories 
on Thursday. 

Li, bidding to become the 
first Chinese player to win a 
Grand Slam singles title at the 
age of 29, defeated double¬ 
fault prone Maria Sharapova 
6-4, 7-5 in the first of the 
semi-finals. 

The 30-year-old Schiavone 
then comfortably saw off 
French hope Marion Bartoli 
with a 6-3, 6-3 lesson in clay- 
court tennis. 

The two have met four 
times previously with the se¬ 
ries shared at 2-2. Schiavone 
though won their last en¬ 
counter, in straight sets, in the 
third round at Roland Garros 
last year. 

Li’s win made it back-to 
back Grand Slam finals for 


her and she gets another crack 
at becoming the first player 
from China to win a major 
title after losing to Kim Cli- 
jsters at the Australian Open 
at the start of the year. 

For Sharapova it was a bit¬ 
ter pill to swallow as she had 
hoped to become just the 10th 
woman in the history of the 
sport to win all four Grand 
Slam titles, having won one 
apiece at Wimbledon and the 
Australian and US Opens. 

But 10 double faults, five 
in each set, proved to be her 
undoing on a day when gusty 
winds sent the red dirt flying 
on the Philippe Chatrier cen¬ 
tre court. 

The 24-year-old Russian 
looked briefly likely to take 
the tie into a deciding set as 
she went a break up in the sec¬ 
ond, but once again her serv¬ 
ing proved unreliable and it 
was fitting that she double- 
faulted on match point. 

Li, who is aware she is 
making big headlines back 
home in China as she closes 
in on what would be an his¬ 
toric win, said that she hoped 
to draw on her experiences in 
Melbourne when she became 
the first Chinese player to 
play in a Grand Slam final. 

Schiavone, an upset win¬ 
ner here last year when she 
defeated Samantha Stosur of 
Australia in the final, once 
again used her tactical aware¬ 
ness and variety of shots to 
defuse the hitting power of a 
bigger and stronger opponent.

Hernandez and Tottenham's 
Giovani dos Santos will be 
favored to defend the Gold 
Cup crown when the biennial 
football tournament opens 
Sunday. 

In the tournament's 20- 
year history, Mexico has 
taken five titles with the host 
United States winning three 
times, Canada capturing the 
crown in 2000 and Honduras 
winning the inaugural crown 
over the US team on penalty 
kicks in 1991. 

Mexico routed the Ameri¬ 
cans 5-0 in the 2009 final, 
spoiling the US bid for a third 
consecutive North American 
(CONCACAF) title. 

The border rivals have met 
in the final of the 12-nation 
event four times and another 
such showdown could come 
in the June 25 final at the 
Rose Bowl in Pasadena, Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

Monterrey's Aldo de Ni- 
gris will join Dos Santos and 
Hernandez in providing 
front-line firepower for Mex¬ 
ico, which dispatched New 
Zealand 3-0 in a tuneup 
match on Wednesday. 

One year after the South 
African World Cup, the event 


is a stage for young 
talent playing with the 
2014 Brazil World 
Cup in mind and veter¬ 
ans trying to show they 
still have what it takes 
to compete at a top 
level. 

"We certainly look 
at this Gold Cup as 
being such an impor¬ 
tant tournament for the 
United States and 
something that we re¬ 
ally put a lot of time 
and effort into," US 
coach Bob Bradley 
said. 

The Mexicans were 
drawn into Group A along 
with Costa Rica and Cuba, 
who meet in the tournament's 
opening match on Sunday, 
and El Salvador, Mexico's 
opponent in Sunday's second 
match at Cowboys Stadium 
in suburban Dallas. 

The Americans will be in 
Group C with Canada, 
Panama and Guadeloupe 
while Group B features Hon¬ 
duras, Jamaica, Grenada and 
Guatemala. 

Jamaica will face Grenada 
and Honduras takes on 
Guatemala on Monday in Los 
Angeles in Group B openers 
while Panama will meet 
Guadeloupe and Canada will 
face the United States in 
Group C openers on Tuesday 
at Detroit.
